few weeks of a great international war council was foreshadowed by 


an announcement from the state department today that a British | 


commission, headed by Arthur J. Balfour, secretary of state for 
foreign affairs, is expeeted to arrive within ten days to discuss wigh 
the government here questions connected with the condnet of the 
war. In addition to the forjfign minister, the commission will in 
elude Adiiral Dechair, of thf British navy; General Bridges, of the 
army, and the governor of fle Bank of England, attended by a 
humerous stall, 

This was as far as the announcement made by the state depart 
ment goes, but it was learned authoritatively that a Preneh com 
mission, composed of officers and officials equally as distinguished as 
the British representatives, also will be in Washington about the same 
time, 

This commission will be headed by M. Viviani, af present minister 
of justice in the French eabinet and former premier, 

It is not known definitely whether any of the other allied powers 
will send commissioners to Washington, but it is assumed that, owing 
to the diffieulties in passage and the probable delay, the interests of 
these governments will be confided to their resident ambassadors,
